ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


Saturday, March 26, 1983 
Hudson Memorial School 


At 9:17 a.m., Moderator Richard E. Dolbec called the meeting to order. He asked if 
the youngest member of the house would lead in the Pledge to the Flag. Susan Van- 
Devender led in the pledge as our youngest member. This was the first town meeting 
she had attended. 


NOTE: A petition requiring %3 majority vote on the zoning questions 1, 2, 3, 7, 8, 10, 
11 was presented to selectmen more than 24 hours prior to election day (3-8-83). The 
results of the voting on all zoning questions will be given today by moderator as much 
research had to be completed on the petitions verifying the acreage involved. 


Moderator Dolbec stated the results of the balloting on the zoning questions 
as follows: 


ZONING REFERENDUM QUESTIONS 


1. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as fcllows? 
(Approved by the Planning Board). — Adopted 
Description: The proposed amendment would replace the present Article IV (Sign 
Ordinance) with language that is clear and specific in order to be more 
easily enforced. 


2. Areyou in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows? 
(Approved by the Planning Board) — Adopted 
Description: The proposed amendment would make wording changes to the 
Wetlands Ordinance (Article |, Section 7) as recommended by the Hudson 
Conservation Commission. 


3. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows? — Lost 
Description: The proposed amendment would change Article |, Section 8.0(a) to 

identify those zones in which a Home Occupation is permitted by special 
exception, and to limit the number of persons cared for under a Home 
Occupation. 


4. Areyou in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 4 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows? — Adopted 
Description: The proposed amendment would replace the present Fence

Description: The proposed amendment would permit “amusement and recreation 
services” in the Industrial (C) Zone. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 10 as proposed by petition 

of the voters for this Town? 

(Approved by the Planning Board) — Lost 

Description: The proposed amendment would delete as permitted uses in the 
Rural Zone; Manufacturing, Trucking Services and Warehousing. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 11 as proposed by petition 

of the voters for this Town? 

(Approved by the Planning Board) — Lost 

Description: The proposed amendment would delete as permitted uses in the 
Rural Zone all retail and service operations except for Funeral and Nursing 
Homes, Miscellaneous Business Offices and Home Occupations. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 12 as proposed by the petition 

of the voters for this Town? 

(Approved by the Planning Board). — Adopted 

Description: The proposed amendment changes the parking requirements for 
industrial uses. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 13 as proposed by petition 

of the voters for this Town? 

(Approved by the Planning Board) — Adopted 

Description: The proposed amendment would change the parking requirements 
for commercial uses.

14. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 14 as proposed by petition 
of the voters for this Town? 
(Disapproved by the Planning Board — Lost 
Description: The proposed amendment would create a new multi-family zone 
(A-3) that would allow a density of 4 units per acre and rezone to A-3, 
Map 17, Lot 8 (the former Polak land) near the intersection of Belknap 
Road and Melendy Road. 


15. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 15 as proposed by petition 
of the voters for this Town? 
(Approved by the Planning Board) — Adopted 
Description: The proposed amendment would rezone a portion of the Teledyne 
property on Lowell Road from Residential A-2 to Business B-1, thus 
eliminating a split zoned lot. 


The moderator read the Budget Committees recommended budget figure of 
$4,875,709.00. The net town budget — $4,147,311.00. The 10% that can be overex- 
pended today is $414,731.00. 


Article #1 

1. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $823,950.00 for the 
purpose of constructing the proposed 13,754 square foot addition to the Hills 
Memorial Library. On March 12, 1977, the Town approved, by Article 15, $3,500.00 
for a feasibility study. On March 18, 1978, the Town approved, by Article 38, the 
expenditure of $43,300.00 for architectural fees and working drawings. The sum of 
$823,950.00 is to be raised by the issuance of Serial Bonds or Notes not to exceed 
$823,950.00 under, and in compliance with, the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act. (N.H. RSA 33:1 et seq., as amended); and to authorize the Selectmen 
to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon, and to take such other action as may be necessary to effect the issuance, 
negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds or notes as shall bein the best interest 
of the Town of Hudson; and to allow the Selectmen and/or the Library Trustees to 
apply for, accept, and expend such Federal funds or grants as may be available 
from Federal Agencies or programs, and such State or private grants or funds as 
may be available for the project, utilizing such grants or funds to reduce the funds 
tothe raised and appropriated hereunder as may be determined by the Selectmen: 
or to take any other action relative thereto. 
(By SelectmenforLibraryTrustees) (NotRecommended by Budget Committee) 


Mrs. Jane Pfarner moved for its adoption and Mr. Donald Macintyre seconded the 
motion. Mrs. Pfarner amended by deleting the first part of the article up to ‘((N.H. RSA 
33:1 et seq., as amended)’ — ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200,000.00 toward the construction of an addition to the Hills Memorial Lib- 
rary. The sum of $200,000.00 is to be raised by the issuance of Serial Bonds or Notes 
not to exceed $200,000.00 under, and in compliance with, the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act’... Mr. MacIntyre seconded this motion. 


Mrs. Pfarner spoke on the amendment and Robert Cote, budget committee mem- 
ber spoke in favor. Richard LeVasseur spoke in favor of anewlibrary, but he was against 
the amendment as written. 


Mr. Charles Coughlin made a point of order as he thought that Mr. LeVasseur’s 
comments were not germain to the amendment. The moderator told Mr. LeVasseur to 
keep his comments in context with the amendment. Mrs. Mildred McCoy, Jane Bowles, 
Leonard Smith, Don Macintyre and Gerald Pfarner all spoke in favor. Mr. Lionel 
Boucher spoke against. Several question the library committee and the selectmen for 
details on the construction of the library. 


Carol Roberts made the motion to move the previous question after much discus- 
sion carried and Mr. LeVasseur seconded the motion and the motion carried. 


Amendment to Article #1 was adopted. Article #1 as amended was on the floor; 
being a bond issue and requiring a %4’s majority vote the polls remained open for 1 hour. 
Mr. Charles Coughlin was allowed a personal privilege by the moderator to speak on 
the issue. Mr. LeVasseur moved the previous question but no second was achieved so 
several others were allowed to speak — Phil Rodgers, Ken Massey, Fidele Bernasconi, 
Gerald Pfarner. Mr. John Lawrence, selectman, answered questions of the house and 
from the chair. Mr. Ken Clark made the motion to move the previous question, Mr. 
LeVasseur seconded the question and the motion carried. 


Voting and Art #1 as amended started at 10:40 a.m. and remained open for more 
than 1 hour. 


Charles Coughlin recorded his vote in the affirmative, Carol Roberts recorded in 
the affirmative also. Paul Drew recorded his vote against along with Jane Pfarner. 
There was one spoiled ballot and one new ballot was issued to a voter. 


Article #2 
2. Tosee ifthe Townwill vote to raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. (By Selectmen) 


Mr. Joseph Jacquet moved for its adoption and stated the figure of $4,563,473.00 
for the budget figure which included 5% salary increase for town employees and this 
figure excluded any warrant articles. Mr. John Lawrence seconded this motion. Mr. 
Lawrence stated further that this figure included an increase of police retirement inthe 
amount of $18,000. and fire retirement of $12,000. which was a 3% increase. Mr. Bednar 
amended by including Article #31 as a part of the the budget article #2. The chair did 
not allow this amendment at this time and stated that it was not germain to the article. 
Mr. George Arris amended by increasing the budget figure by $2000. in Item #5204, 
Animal Control Officer salary line #001. Mr. LeVasseur seconded this motion to in- 
crease the budget to $4,565,473.00. Mr. Shawn Jasper spoke against this amendment 
along with Charlene Fast. Jean Serino, George Arris, Rick LeVasseur, Phyllis Appler all 
spoke in favor, along with John Lawrence and Alfred Hogan. Speaking against were Al 
Kashulines, Lisa Sirois, Robert Keeser and Joseph Smith. Charles Coughlin made the 
motion to move the previous question seconded by Rick LeVasseur and George Arris. 
This motion carried by the % required majority and the question was moved. The 
amendment was lost. Mr. Bednar amended as follows — “I move that the 5% overall 
payroll budget increase be reduced by 5% exclusive of the laboring 
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' Class classification of the Police Dept. contractual obligation until January 1984 or 
| until such time as personnel classifications be put into effect by the selectmen 
| whichever comes first.” Mr. Kashulines seconded this motion. Charles Coughlin stated 
| that perhaps the amendment was not germain as the chair had not allowed Article 
_ #31 to be part of this article and the wording of the amendment appeared to be 


the same as Art #31. The ruling of the chair was put to the house and a division 


vote was requested YES 84 NO 88 The ruling of the chair (moderator) 


was ruled out of order by the house. Mr. LeVasseur moved the previous question 
seconded by Joseph Jacquet. This motion carried by more than % required vote and 
the question was moved. 


Mr. Bednar requested a personal privilege at this time and asked for a secret 


- ballot to ask the house if they wished to hear any other amendments to the budget 


figure in Article #2. 
Vote taken at 11:56 a.m. 


Mr. LeVasseur moved that the polls be closed on Article #1 Mr. Drew seconded 
this motion and the polls closed at 11:58 a.m. 


The vote requested by Mr. Bednar — YES 71 NO 16, the question 
was lost. 


Article #2 was adopted as written by voice vote unanimously. Article #2 Budget 
figure $4,563,473.00. 


Article #1 as amended to ‘200,000.’ requiring #3 majority vote — YES 143 
NO 107 The article was lost. 


Article #3 — Mr. MacIntyre moved for its adoption and Mr. LeVasseur seconded 
this motion and it was adopted unanimously. 


“To see if the Town will vote to accept numerous bequests as Trust Funds, for 
income to be used for the perpetual care of the various cemetery lots.” 
(By Selectmen) 


Article #4 — Mr. Coughlin moved for its adoption and Mr. Malouin seconded the 
motion and the article was adopted unanimously. 


“To see if the Town wiil vote to authorize the Selectmen to pledge the credit of 
the Town in anticipation of taxes, said amount not to exceed the amount in the 
previous year’s taxes, committed to the Tax Collector for collection.” 

(By Selectmen) 


Article #5 — Mr. Malouin moved for its adoption and Mr. Coughlin seconded and 
the article was unanimously adopted. 


“To see if the Town will vote to authorize and empower the Selectmen to sell 
and convey at public auction, or advertised sealed bids, any or all real estate 
acquired by the Town for unpaid taxes, pursuant to RSA 80:42, as amended 
in 1977.” 

(By Selectmen) 
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Article #6 — Mr. Lawrence moved its adoption and Mr. Malouin seconded and : 
it was adopted unanimously. | 


“To see if the Town will vote, pursuant to Chapter 42 of the 1979 Laws, toauthorize 
the Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, without any further | 
action by the Town Meeting, funds or grants from Federal, State and other | 
governmental units or from any private sources, which become available during 
the fiscal year, subject however, to the following restrictions: 


a. Such funds or grants may only be used for legal purposes for which a Town 
may appropriate money; 


b. The Selectmen are required to hold a prior Public Hearing on any action to 
be taken in connection with said funds or grants; and 


c. Said funds or grants may not require the expenditure of other Town funds: 
or take any other action relative thereto.” 
(By Selectmen) 


At 12:18 p.m., Mr. Bednar asked for a personal privilege as he was upset that 
debate on the budget was shut off by the house. 


Reconsideration on Article #1 as amended was requested by Paul Drew as his 
vote was recorded against which was the prevailing side. This motion to reconsider 
needed a*% majority vote. Mr. Clark moved that the motion to reconsider Article #1 be 
laid on the table. Mr. Donald Shepard seconded this motion. The motion carried. 


Article #7 — Mr. Joe Jacquet moved its adoption and Mr. Lawrence seconded 
the motion and the article was unanimously adopted. 


“To see if the Town will vote to use any and all revenue sharing monies, estimated 
to be $172,599.00, which will become available during fiscal years 1983-84, to 
partially offset the cost of hydrant rental.” 

(By Selectmen) (Recommended by Budget Committee) 


Article #8 — Mr. Jacquet moved for its adoption and Mr. Lawrence and Mr. 
Kashulines seconded and the article was adopted unanimously. 


“To see if the Town will affirm its vote of the March 1982 Town Meeting to use 
the $193,753.00 revenue sharing allocation, received during fiscal year 1982-83, 
to partially offset the cost of hydrant rental.” 

(By Selectmen) (Recommended by Budget Committee)

“Person” — Any individual, partnership, corporation, or other entity proposing 
to or operating a motor vehicle race track. 


License. Annually, before April 1, any person proposing to operate a motor 
vehicle race trace within the Town of Hudson shall obtain a license from 
the Hudson Board of Selectmen. The fee for each such license shall be 
$100.00 per annum. 


Regulations. At any motor vehicle race track operated within the Town 
of Hudson, the following regulations shall apply: 


(a) No alcoholic beverages shall be sold, served, dispensed, distributed, or 
consumed at any time. 


(b) The hours of operation shall be: 
Afternoon Races — 12:00 Noon to 5:45 p.m. 
Evening Races — 5:00 p.m. to 10:45 p.m. 
Dates: Racing shall be Sundays and holidays only. 


(c 


— 


Night or evening races are only permitted during the summer season 
specifically, after the Hudson Public Schools (elementary) have closed in 
June and prior to the date on which they open in September. 


(d) Every motor vehicle participating in any races sponsored by a motor 
vehicle race track in Hudson will be equipped with mufflers or noise 
reduction devices which shall be approved by the Board of Selectmen. 


(e) Any person operating a motor vehicle race track shall permit Town 
Officials, or their designated representatives, to conduct, from time to 
time, at said person’s expense, such noise level tests or readings as 
may be deemed appropriate and necessary by the Hudson Board of 
Selectmen. 


Restrictions in License. Any license issued by the Hudson Board of 
Selectmen pursuant to Paragraph 3, shall contain the following: 


(a) The proposed schedule of racing dates and hours of operation for which 
the license is requested. 


=o 


(b) Arequirement that the person operating the motor vehicle race track shall 
make public announcements, during and at the conclusion of a day’s 
racing activities, requesting that spectators and participants observe 
local speed limits, refrain from littering and excessive noise, and refrain 
from using streets when prohibited by local ordinance. 


(c) A requirement that the person operating the motor vehicle race track 
provide adequate trash receptacles on the premises, that said receptacles 
be emptied on a regular basis, and that the premises constituting the 
race track be maintained in a neat and orderly fashion, including the 
parking areas, and that all clean up activities be completed within 24 
hours of the conclusion of any day’s racing activities.

A requirement that the race track be kept secure from unauthorized entry 
when not being used. 


6. Inspections. The Hudson Board of Selectmen, Building Inspector and Health 
Officer are authorized to make announced or unannounced inspections of 
the property to insure compliance with the requirements of this ordinance 
and any license issued hereunder. 


7. Liability Insurance. Any person operating a motor vehicle race track shall 
be required to provide such insurance as may be deemed necessary and 
appropriate by the Hudson Board of Selectmen. Certificates of said insurance 
shall be filed with the Board of Selectmen prior to the commencement of 
any racing season or meet. 


8. Violations. Any violation of the provisions of this ordinance or of a license 
issued by the Board of Selectmen hereunder, shall be punishable fora fine not 
to exceed $100.00 for each day that said violation exists. Any fines collected 
hereunder shall be paid into the general fund of the Town of Hudson. In 
addition to or instead of monetary fines, the Board of Selectmen is hereby 
authorized to revoke any permit issued hereunder where a violation of this 
ordinance or of a license issued hereunder exists and the same has not been 
corrected within five (5) days of sending notice of the violation to the person 
operating the motor vehicle race track. 


9. Variations. The Board of Selectmen is hereby authorized to vary the 
requirements set forth in Paragraph 4 (b) and (c) and the restrictions in 
Paragraph 5 if, in the opinion of the Board, a significant hardship exists for 
the person operating the motor vehicle race track and no significant harm 
will result to the public health, safety and welfare. . | 


10. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall be effective on the date of its adoption 
by the 1983 Annual Town Meeting.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


FISCAL YEAR 1983 


As with prior years, Fiscal 1983 was filled with the types of complaints which bear 
testimony to our continued growth. Although growth is the lifeblood of any group or 
business, it is always accompanied by a given amount of agony in the process. For 
Hudson, at least, the agony and anguish have been minimal. 


In spite of increased activity in the Town, we have still made good progress on all 
fronts. As in past years, much of the progress of our Town government can be directly 
attributed to those volunteer individuals who serve for no fee on our various Boards, 
‘Commissions and Study Committees. Without their valuable assistance and support, 
Hudson could not affort to do many of the things which have been done, and which will 
continue to be done because spirited residents are willing to participate. 


| Litigations, now a way of life in our country, has not left Hudson untouched. 
Although the Town has lost some cases, we have won enough zoning violation cases to 
at least cause us to think that there is still some rationality and merit in the litigation 
'process. In the case of Seaward vs Hudson, etc. we have received an initial adverse jury 
‘verdict. However, this case will continue until the Judge issues his own orders and 
‘rulings on matters of law. The jury made no findings on matters of law. The Judge, with 
his wisdom in law, could issue orders which make the jury’s verdict invalid, meaning- 
less and or no merit. We cannot predict when such orders and rulings of law might be 
handed down by the Judge. 





















One of the most satisfying aspects of being a Selectman is to watch two opposing 
‘complaints (be they individuals or groups) come before us with animosity in a really 
serious confrontation. We hear out both sides, we make a few suggestions for com- 
promise, and then in their own way, the complainants resolve their differences and are 
generous enoughtothankus for helping. In reality, allthat we dois to provide a platform 
or arena for both sides to dedicate themselves to solving their complaint and to 
eliminating abrasion and friction which caused the complaint in the first place. The 
complainants have the tough job. They are the ones that really solve the 
‘complaints. 


| And that, in my opinion, is the essence of Hudson’s greatness. It is not the form of 
yovernment we have, nor the few elected officials in office; rather, it is the thousands of 
“esidents who are willing to set aside and subdue a part of themselves for the greater 
‘jood of their neighborhood and their Town.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ENGINEER 


| 
Once again, and without surprise, the calendar year just past proved to be vel 
active. 


THE CIRCUMFERENTIAL HIGHWAY | 


The corridor hearing referenced in my 1982 annual report, disappointingly, did not 
occur. Previous reductions of the consultant’s scope of work in their contract with the | 
NHDPW8&H eventually resulted in a work stoppage as the funds were exhausted. The | 
resulting time period necessary to negotiate a contract amendment took most of the 
year. Nevertheless, the circumferential proposal made very important progress in the 
sense that area officials became more understanding of the fact that the proposal is 
one of the elements necessary to solve the area’s transportation problem. Significant- 
ly, the meeting held December 1983 by Councilor Bernard Streeter and Senator John | 
Stabile with NHDPW&H was more an establishment of intent by elected officials to. 
achieve progress in the near future rather than merely generate a list of future meeting | 
dates. By late June or early July 1984, a corridor hearing should have been a : 
and a corridor selected by the end of 1984. | 


OTHER HIGHWAY PROJECTS 


In addition to the Circumferential Highway project noted above, the following pro- 
jects were of concern during 1983: | 

The Derry Street Reconstruction Project discussions continued with developers 
who have active proposal impacting Derry Street. The Elm Park apartment proposals as | 
well as the 20th Century subdivision/Abbott Farms apartment proposal were both suc- 
cessfully negotiated to agreements in concept. Their finalization will enable further dis- 
cussions to continue with the owner of the Alexander’s/McDonald’s site. ' 

The Kimball Hill Road Reconstruction Project, administered by the the NHDPW&H, 
did not reach the construction stage, although bidding was accomplished and a low 
bidder was selected by the State, with 1984 construction intended. | 

The Central Street Reconstruction Project, including the Lowell Road and Burnham | 
Road intersections, was in the right-of-way acquisition stage in 1983. Also, the State 
began the process of retaining a sewer consultant to relocate the Lowell Road sewer 
pump station as part of the highway project. Highway work is still anticipated to begin in 
the summer of 1985. | 

The Chalifoux Road/River Road Intersection Project has had engineering plans 
and cost estimates prepared and is now into the right-of-way acquisition stage. 

The Town once again had a townwide paving project in 1983 and specifications 
were prepared by this office. The Derry Lane paving project was removed from the 
1983 paving schedule to allow right-of-way discussions to continue. 











THE SEWER PROJECT | 


Without question, the primary. comment of this section is devoted to the lengthy 
trial begun in December 1982 and continuing, incredibly, into June 1983. The com- 
plicated format, which resulted in 3 attorneys hostile to the Town vs 1 attorney for the. 
Town apparently took its toll as the findings of the jury, which were primarily of an 
advisory nature, were substantially against the Town. As of this writing, however, the 
Judge, who is the factfinder in this procedure, has yet to hand down his rulings on that; 
aspect of the case. Aside from the trial, administrative efforts to close out State and 
Federal requirements continued throughout the year. 

Contract 4 construction become substantially accepted in October 1983, 


} 


although some items repaired at the end of the original guarantee period are continued 
under guarantee. 

Contract 5 construction continued and is now partially acceptable to the present 

‘consulting engineer. Guarantee periods will extend into 1984. 

The Board of Selectmen contracted to have a Facilities Plan, i.e., sewer master 
plan, prepared. The one-year contract will result in public hearings. The resultant plan 
will be considered as a chapter in the Planning Board’s Master Plan. It will also be used 
as a capital improvements tool by the Selectmen and Budget Committee as future 
sewer needs are prioritized. 

The Selectmen’s ordinance to recover certain capital improvement costs met with 
opposition in the form of litigation filed in Superior Court opposing the methodology of 
Ordinance No. 77-A. | 

Contract6, i.e., the Frenette Drive Sewer, became an issue in 1983 as the NH Water 
Supply and Pollution Control Committee eventually ordered the Town to construct the 
project. Subsequently the Selectment petitioned Superior Court to enable a special 
town meeting to be held. The Court approved the petition and on October 1983, the 
Town voted the authority to fund construction. 


SOLID WASTE 


In 1983, the Selectmen contracted with Goldberg-Zoino and Associates to per- 
form a hydrogeologic study at the landfill site as well as enabling work to continue on 
the application to expand the landfill. The application work, however, is of lesser priority 

until the groundwater aspects surrounding the landfill are better understood. The 
study was completed and made recommendations to cap a portion of the existing 
landfill as well as to continue additional hydrogeological studies before formulating a 
final opinion on the quality of the groundwater regionwide. The Town of Litchfield con- 
tinued to maintain a close interest in this matter. 
| Also in 1983 the impact of the passage of RSA 149-M, “Solid Waste Management,” 
; was felt by the Town. After the NH Bureau of Solid Waste Management refused to grant 
the Town an exemption from the law, the Bureau further mandated that Hudson join the 
solid waste district serving the Nashua area. 
| This office also responded throughout the year to inquiries of the State pertaining 
: to the present landfill. 
: SUBDIVISIONS 
: Subdivisions proposals coming before the Planning Board increased somewhat 
during 1983, though the activity remained at a relatively low level. Most subdivision 
activity was involved with bond reduction requests and/or continuing work on pre- 
viously approved projects. 


SITE PLANS 


As in recent years site plan activity represented the bulk of the proposals before 
the Planning Board. Engineering contracts for work at the Chalifoux Road and the 
Dracut Road intersections with River Road were executed and an engineering pro- 
posal for the Sagamore Bridge Road intersection with Lowell Road was received. The 
planning phase and most of the engineering for the Pelham Road/Burns Hill Road 
intersection, associated with the apartment site nearby, was completed. And, most 
notably, the washout issue at the Merrimack River was resolved with successful negotiation 
completed among the Town, Nash-Tamposi interests, Morse Shoe, and Northland Pro- 
| perties (DeMoulas), thus resulting in the commencement of re-construction in 1983. 





Also worthy of mention is that the Environmental Protection Agency covered several 
known asbestos sites throughout Hudson. 


PERSONNEL 


Mr. Dennis Boisvert continued as the Civil Engineer and Mr. Richard Millard con- 
tinued as the Building Inspector. Their individual reports are contained elsewhere in 
the Town annual report. 

Mrs. LoniWeston, secretary/receptionist for this office, departed the employ of the 


Town in July 1983 to relocate westward with her family in Arizona. Best wishes remain 


with her from everyone in the office. Her subsequent replacement, Ms. Elizabeth Gray, 
decided to make a career change and though her employ with the Town was brief, she 
too departed with high regard. Presently, the position is being capably filled by Mrs. 
Connie Vanenburg, a newcomer to this region from California who is enjoying her first 
“real winter’ with somewhat abated enthusiasm. 

Asummer intern was not hired in 1983 due to the demands of my attendance at the 
sewer trial. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


The Town Engineer continued to serve as a member of the Technical Advisory 
Committee of the Nashua Regional Planning Commission. Also, the Town Engineer and the 
Road Agent worked with the rejuvenated Solid Waste Study Committee. Toward the 
end of 1983, the Town Engineer also attended meetings of the Nashua region solid 
waste district. 

As part of outside professional activity, the Town Engineer ended a nine year 
tenure as a director of the NH Section, American Society of Civil Engineers. However, 
the undersigned was re-elected to a two year term on the executive committee of the 
NH Municipal Engineers Council and is presently serving as Chairman of the council 
for that group. | 


COMMENTARY 


The year 1983 will undoubtedly be most remembered for the long 6-month ab- 
sence from my office in order to assist counsel in the sewer trial. Aside from its eventual 
outcome, the additional efforts required of others in my office during that period should 
not go without appreciative recognition. 

Special appreciation is extended is extended to Selectman Leon Malouin and 
Selectman John Lawrence for their continuing efforts at coordination with my office in 
a professional and gentlemanly manner. 

Planning Board Chairman Paul Inderbitzen is again worthy of commendation for 
his high level of preparation for orderly and knowledgeable Planning Board meetings. It 
is a Sincere pleasure. 

As usual, thanks are extended to Road Agent Al Hogan and Mrs. Carla Anger 
for their important coordinating efforts between the Highway Department and the 
Engineering Office. Thanks also go to Administrative Assistant Chris Tavares for her 
important efforts. 

And, in closing, special praise is extended to Civil Engineer Denis Boisvert, Mrs. 
Connie Vanenburg and Mrs. Vilma Ratte’ for their unending efforts in maintaining avery 
professional atmosphere in the Office of the Town Engineer.

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REPORT OF THE CIVIL ENGINEER 


Thefirst half of 1983 placed mein contact with the public side of Hudson’s planning 
) activities. While the Town Engineer was involved with the Seaward vs. Hudson trial in federal 
court, | attended Planning Board meetings as the engineering staff representative. 

Although there was much commercial and residential construction in 1983, it 
resulted in less new roadway construction than in 1982. Residential building took 
place primarily on existing streets. The driveway permit regulation, in effect for its 
) second year, has enable us to reduce the number of new driveways on our streets. Each 
driveway is a minor intersection and a restriction of traffic flow. A total of 79 driveways 
/ were approved by the Civil Engineer in 1983. Twenty of those drives (25%) serve 44 
| duplex units. That means that Hudson motorists will have 24 fewer intersections to 
/ worry about. 

The controversy is over, but the work continues to preserve Robinson Pond asa 
natural and recreational resource. The N.H. Water Resource Board held a hearing in 
mid-June, 1983 to accept data and testimony regarding the historical pond elevations. 
| The Conservation Commission submitted pond level readings and photographs collec- 
‘ted overthe preceding 18 months. More importantly, the Board found out what Hudson 
wanted for the future of Robinson Pond. 

The result of the hearing was a recommended pond elevation and the support of 
the Water Resources Board when approval is sought from the State Legislature to con- 
| struct a spillway to set and stabilize the pond level. The Conservation Commission is 
| currently working toward the acquisition of easements for the spillway. The State will 
| design the structure. 
| Planning Board approval was given to the Conservation Commission to improve 
Merrill Park, the riverfront property on Maple Ave. The plan is to create a parking area 
and control vehicular movement on the property. Also proposed, are protective fenc- 
| ing, a canoe launch, a picnic area and a future observation deck overlooking the 
Merrimack River. Improvements are slated for construction in 1984. 
| A personal note: The experience and knowledge gained in my nearly three years 
| working in this community have been considerable. It has contributed to my earninga 
‘license as a Professional Engineer from the N.H. Board of Professional Engineers in 
| December of 1983. Thank you, Hudson!

While the landfill is being studied for leachate, recycling is offering 
an environmentally benign alternative for handling a large portion of the Town's | 
solid waste. |

Annual Report FY 1982-1983 
We realize that our department has had its share of troubles in the past yeatl 
but as always, the good has outweighed the bad. Due to the increase in newspapei 
coverage, our department has, we feel, enjoyed a better kind of public interaction: 
It is vital for every department to have professional, hard working, and extremely 
dedicated people keeping our town alive and functional. | 
Adoptions, lost animals, complaints, fines, fees collected, returns to owners, 
euthanasia, and many other types of duties are continuously being conducted | 
the Animal Control personnel. 


More money has been brought in this year than in the past, but it is due to the 
increase in adoptions for both dogs and cats, rather than violations being given out, 
Although chronic violators are always a problem, they are the ones who keep the 
Animal Control positions open. Without these people, all dogs would be properly 
licensed, tagged, and leashed. 


All of us at the Animal Control Department have strived to meet personal goals 
this year, pertaining to educating the public on domestic animals and problems thereof. 
More people appreciate our need to change the stereotyped “Dog Catcher’ to a 
more pleasant and hopeful “Animal Control Officer’. The difference is one of chance: 
giving an animal the opportunity to live long enough to be placed in the right home. 
We know that we cannot save the world, and never claim to do so. We merely perform 
the duties that fit into society today. No one likes to see a helpless animal killed for 
no reason. We try hard to prevent this by offering suggestions to owners with problem 
pets. So many times after talking with us, people understand why their pet reacts 
the way it does, and coping with the animal is much easier.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


|

Inthe fiscal year July 1982 through June 1983 we saw ashift inthe type of calls we 
responded to. Overall, we had 80 or so more calls than the previous year, but we 
dropped about 200 fire related calls and picked up about 276 ambulance and medical 
aid calls. 


| Many of the EMT Ambulance personnel took Advanced Life Support training inthe 
area of E.O.A. and Anti-Shock trousers, which has proved its worth many times. This 
training, recertification, and continuing education training requires many nights and 
weekends each year. The State EMS Board in Concord, instead of trying to help us give 
you the best service we have available, is requiring us to be National Registry Certified 
instead of State Certified, which they had previously approved. National Registry, by 
ithe way, is neither a Government or State Agency. This could require approximately 
another 100 hours of training of the same type as was previously required to be State 
Certified. | hope our representatives to the State Legislation willlookinto the total EMS 
State System and make some improvements; otherwise within a year orso, we may not 
be able to furnish you the same service, as there won't be enough time to train and 


retrain personnel to be both firefighters and ambulance EMT Attendants. 


The new Grumman Pumper arrived in December, and was put into service at 
‘Central Station in February. The 1960 and 1968 American LaFrance Pumpers, 
suffering from severe rust and wear, were taken apart and made into one as good as 
new. The 1968 had the heavier chassis and better engine, and was reworked with 
automatic transmission, cab, pump controls, power steering, and some of the valves 
from the 1960 model. A new hose body, an overhaul of running gear, rewiring, and 
improved brakes, requiring well over 500 hours of our time and a lot of hard work, is 
giving uS a pumper as good as new for about $31,000. This pumper is worth over 
$110,000 in replacement cost, and should last many years. 


| 





| ,Major repairs are going to be an unforseen problem each year, as the equipment 
we now have has a replacement cost of $1,000,000. When equipment is kept for over 
20 years, the repair costs keep going up. Only with doing so much of the maintenance 
ourselves are we able to keep this cost to a minimum. Even this is getting increasingly 
harder to keep up with. 


As well as about $1,000,000 worth of replacement cost of the firefighting equip- 
ment, we have three buildings valued at close to 3/4 of a million dollars. These buildings 
cost less than $250,000 to build due to the volunteer labor of many citizens, and the 
thousands of hours volunteered by the department members on their nights and 
weekends. 


This coming year we don’t forsee the need for any major new equipment or 
replacement equipment, but a good all around mechanic would probably more than 
pay for itself. Inspections, greasing, and oil changes twice a year takes over sixty work- 
ing days per year. A practical solution might be to utilize a mechanic for vehicle 
maintainence as well as a back up equipment driver and operator for both Fire and 
Police as a trial. 


Another serious problem is that of stress. Firefighting is one of the most potentially 
dangerous and physiologically stressful occupations. The firefighter works a 56 hour 
week, and almost every night he is called to respond to either an ambulance or a fire

call, and is alerted to many phone calls of a non-emergency nature as well. Each time | 
the phone rings, the heart beat jumps from its normal of 60 to 80 beats per minutetoas | 
high as 195 beats per minute. If it is an emergency fire call, the firefighter dons heavy | 
protective clothing and breathing apparatus and, climbing and pulling hose, entersthe | 
building in which the temperatures could exceed 1200° F. This stress is harmful to the | 
firefighter, and we should try to alleviate it as much as possible. This could be partially | 
corrected by keeping a dispatcher on duty from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m., so that only the true | 


emergencies affect the firefighters. 


Inspections of commercial and industrial buidings, buildings and lots, reviews, 
sprinkler systems, wood stoves, oil burners, space heaters, smoke detector require- | 
ments, and the new laws passed by the State Legislation on hazardous material record | 


keeping, etc., are going to require one man’s full time. 


We want to thank the Jr. Women’s club again for the chimney cleaning brushes | 
they donated. These brushes are getting plenty of use. The cleaning being done by the | 
home owners appears to be paying off, as our chimney and partition fires seem to be f 
running dDelow average for the number of wood stoves now in town. For this we can only | 


say “Thank You” to those of you who clean your chimneys. 


My sincere thanks also to the officers and firefighters for all their untiring work at 





the stations and on all calls. To their families, | hope that the knowledge that their 
husband, wife, daughter, and son are performing a much needed life safety duty will _ 


somewhat soften the effects of them being called away so often. 


Thanks must also be given to all the Town Officers, employees Budget Committess | 


and you, the citizens, for your continued support and assistance each year.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and control pro- 
gram leads the nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less than one-half acre per | 
fire statewide average. 

At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the prevention and | 
control of all grass and woods fires. 

Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written permit for 
every fire that is to be kindled on the ground out-of-doors. Each person wishing to have | 
an outside fire must obtain this written permit from the town Fire Warden before kin- | 
dling the fire. Any person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is | 
violating our forest fire permit law and is subject to a court sentence of up to one! 
year. 

Nofire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless it is raining. The 
reason for this is two-fold: the fire danger increases steadily between 9:00 a.m. and/ 
5:00 p.m. This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels that are easily ignited 
and dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part of the day fire 
fighters are not readily available in most communities so an escaped fire could burn | 
longer and cause greater damage before being suppressed. 

Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly appreciated. 

As Smokey says, “Remember, Only You Can Prevent Forest Fires!”

REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


We at the Highway Department again wish to express our thanks to all the Town’s 
people for supporting us and assisting in the purchase of replacement equipment. The 
updating of Highway equipment has helped considerably to reduce equipment repairs 
and down time. Therefore, allowing us to continue a reasonable winter road main- 
tenance program. 


Over the past winter the department had a relative easy plowing schedule as there 
were only thirteen days of plowing. However because of numerous small storms and 
several ice storms we had thirty seven days that the department used salt/sand. Only 
ten nights of snow removal from the intersections and sidewalks in the Towns’ center 
were required. 


Sewage and drainage repairs or new installations were performed on the following 
streets: Stone swales; Meadow Dr., Gibson Rd., Cheney Dr., Elaine St., Belknap Rd., 
Gowing Rd., Barretts Hill, Drain pipe placement; Trigate Rd., Webster St., Belknap Rd., 
Meadow Dr., Elaine St. West Rd., Marshmallow Path, Waterlily Path, Rayes Dr. Chagnon Ln., 
Lowell Rd., and Richmond Rd.

and doesn’t have a specific individual assigned to do it. 


As stated in previous reports, your Road Agent feels that all the employees of the 
Highway Department have done an excellent job, working extremely long hours under 
adverse conditions to make Hudson a better place to live both in winter and summer. | 
also feel the employees politeness and attitude toward the general public should 
be commended. 


My compliments to all the other Town Departments for their cooperation and assis- 
tance throughout the year and especially to the Highway Department Secretary Ms. 
Anger and to the Town Administrator Ms. Tavares. Without their overwhelming dedica- 
tion and assistance, my job would be practically unbearable.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
NASHUA REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 
TOWN OF HUDSON, N.H. 


The past year has been one of significant success for the Commission both in re- 
presenting the interests of the region and in providing direct local assistance to com- 
munities within the region. 

Hudson continued to make good use of the Commission’s services in a growing 
number of areas throughout the the year. Of major importance has been the on-going 
cooperation between the Town and Commission in pressing the State to expedite the 
Hudson Circumferential project. Partial success has been realized through the legis- 
lature’s appropriation of funds for Exit 2 off the F.E. Everett Turnpike. Efforts will con- 
tinue to expedite the remainder of the project. Work was also completed on the fiscal 
impact project for the Town, and the Commission conducted several fiscal and traffic 
impact statement reviews of major developments for the Planning Board. Zoning 
ordinance amendment proposals were also reviewed by the Commission staff, and on- 
going assistance was provided to the Board. In addition, the Town was invited to join in 
the establishment and formation of the regional solid waste district. The Library Trus- 
tees also received staff assistance in researching potential grant sources for improve- 
ments to the library building. 

Regional projects have included the continuation of the Commission’s Aquifer 
Delineation Study which is now into its third and final year. The NRPC convened a regional 
task force to study and develop a consensus on the region’s transportation problems and 
potential solutions. The Commission was also instrumental in providing a forum through 
which area municipalities could discuss options available for complying with the State’s solid 
waste law. The result has been the formation of a solid waste district through which 
future planning for solid waste management can be accomplished. Additionally, the 
Commission is assisting the Souhegan Regional Landfill District in undertaking astudy 
of cooperative approaches to solve the problems associated with septage disposal 
within its member towns. The Commission also coordinated a cooperative bid on fuel 
oil in which five towns participated in the cooperative bid solicitation process. 

Inthe legislative arena, the Commission sponsored a gathering of area legislators 
to brief them on pressing regional concerns which might be addressed through legisla- 
tive action. The Commission then continued to provide information to legislators and 
local officials throughout the most recent biennial session of the legislation, the Com- 
mission assisted local officials in adjusting to the new law by co-sponsoring a law lec- 
ture series which addressed the topic, and through periodic mailings and updates. 

Local officials and area residents were also kept informed on local and regional 
issues, problems and solutions through the Commission’s newsletter SOUNDINGS, 
and through the Dispatch and Legislative Alert mailings throughout the year. 

The Commission looks forward to continued service to its members in the year ahead, and to 
working with local and state officials in seeking regional solutions to common problems.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


Since townspeople frequently come before the Zoning Board of Adjustment and 
demonstrate a disturbing lack of understanding about the Board’s purpose and 
operations, it would seem useful to use this space to explain why the Board of Adjust- 
ment exists, what it does, and how it functions. 

Your Zoning Board of Adjustment is the local manifestation of amovement hardly 
more than a half century old. During the first quarter of this century, people noted that 
haphazard community growth and the indiscriminate intermixing of residential hous-| 
ing, commercial buildings, and industrial facilities causes both a reduction in property 
values anda real loss in land-usage efficiency. As an outgrowth of that realization, both 
large and small communities across the nation have established zoning ordinances 
and zoning maps to define the proper use of property within the community and to pre- 
vent the indiscriminate use of property within respective zones. At the same time, local 
Zoning Boards of Adjustment have been organized to provide local-level flexibility. This 
necessary flexibility allows relief from bureaucratic interpretation of the zoning. 
regulations for people faced with unique property hardships involving nonstandard 
size, shape, topographical peculiarities, access difficulties, drainage conditions, and 
the like. 





The Zoning Board of Adjustment reviews and judges applications for variances 
from zoning/use restrictions and reviews applications for special exception permits. 
The board also hears appeals from decisions made by Town administrative officials. 
The vast majority of the Zoning Board of Adjustment’s activities, of course, have to do 
with the hearing and adjudication of variance applications. 


A variance can be applied for by any citizen who feels that literal enforcement of 
the existing ordinance gives him unnecessary hardship because of the peculiarity of 
his property as compared to equivalent property nearby. The Board then can agree to 
allow a variance from the specific restriction(s) provided that each one of the following 
statements holds true: 


1. That granting the variance does not violate the spirit and intent of the Hudson 
Zoning Ordinance and/or the Hudson Zoning Map. . 

2. That granting the variance will not adversely affect the value of abutting 
property. 

3. That granting the variance will not be contrary to the public interest of the 
citizens of Hudson and/or New Hampshire. 

4. That granting the variance accomplishes substantial justice to the applicant, 
whereas denial would cause him injustice because of the special nature of 
his property. 


The Board has met on aregularly scheduled basis every fourth Thursday evening 
of each month, plus 10 additional special meetings, together with additional workshop 
sessions. During the course of the year, the Board adjudicated 69 variance requests 
(granting 41, denying 28 and deferring 16), reviewed 13 special exception requests 
(granting 12, denying 1), granted 1 extension, and processed 7 rehearing requests and 
let 7 applications withdraw. :

| In 1982, the Visiting Nurse Association of Nashua provided over 2,300 home 
yealth visits for nursing, therapy, aide and homemaking services to Town of Hudson 
‘esidents. Our records for 1983 (January through September) indicate that this level 
of program activity is being maintained. Year to date, the VNA has provided 551 nursing 





tisits for skilled and chronic care, 266 therapy visits (physical, speech, and 
yecupational), 516 aide visits for personal care, and 346 homemaking visits. In 


iddition, the VNA has conducted an annual flu clinic and monthly blood pressure 
screening for area senior citizens, and bi-monthly child immunization clinics.

Hudson funds support both community health services and direct patient care. 
3y matching grants from the State Council on Aging and Division of Welfare, town 
nonies allow for expanded home health aide and homemaking services to Hudson 
sitizens. While approximately 60% of direct patient services are covered by Medicare, 
Medicaid, and/or private insurance, 39% require full or partial subsidizing by town 
sontributions. For the first nine months of 1983, over $17,000 of free care has been 
orovided in Hudson.

The Men’s Adult Minor League Soccer entry played their home games at Alvirne 
digh School, the program is open to men 18 and older, and was under the direction of 
3ill Rae.

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HILLS MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


REPORT TO THE TOWN FOR THE YEAR 1983 


Forseventy-four years the Hills Memorial Library has continued to meet the needs 
of the residents of Hudson for their educational and recreational purposes. The 
townspeople have known that they can look to the library to provide books and other 
printed materials for the information they need. Adults and children also use the library 
for pleasure reading. Even our young non-readers enjoy the library as the place where 
they hear stories and do activities at the many story time sessions. During this past year 
the library usage has grown at an even faster rate. More and more people are coming 
into the library and using materials in-house, so that the available seats are often full. 
Story time sessions are so popular that registrations are usually at capacity. The same 
is true when workshops are offered by the library for children and adults. Attendance at 
lectures put on by the library is also up this year. Our bookmobile, one of only four in the 
entire state, has increased its circulation this year. The bookmobile alone circulates 
more materials than many town libraries of smaller communities. This past summer 
stories were read and activities carried out at various bookmobile stops throughout 
our community. 





Inan agreement with the Hudson School System, the third grade classes, and this 
year some first grade classes, come to the library on a regular basis. The students are 
taught by the library staff how to use the library, and are encouraged to take advantage 
of the many things offered at the library. The close proximity of the library to the schools 
makes this service by the library possible. 


The Lions Club donated an Eye-Tronics Color Reader tothe library this year. Itis an 
optical magnifying machine which allows visually impaired people access to library 
materials simply by placing the text in this machine. It, along with the large print book 
collection, help more townspeople to use the library. 


Our local history and genealogy collections are frequently used, and they are con- 
sidered to be one of the better such collections in the state for a small library. The 
Trustees of the library have voted to use the monies collected from overdue fines this 
year to purchase additional materials on genealogy and local histories. 


During this year plans for the future of the library have been taking shape. The 
Trustees had a feasibility study conducted by a professional in that field in order to give 
them an indication of the opinions of business and community leaders concerning the 
library and its future growth. The results of that study are still being formulated. The 
Trustees sought to find an immediately solution to the problem of too little space. In the 
1983-84 budget money was approved to find space outside the present library buiding. 
The Trustees now have approval from the planning board to put a portable building 
behind the library. It will be used for closed stacks and as a much needed workroom for 
staff members. The long range answer to the problem of too little space will be the pro- 
posal addition to the library. 


Computers are becoming a way ‘of life in many fields and that includes libraries. 
The Trustees have voted to be a part of the statewide computer network for automated 
interlibrary loans with a computer to go into the library that will be connected to one in. 
the state library. Computers for library and patron use are also being recommended. |

All of the varied materials and services provided by the library would be of little 
ralue without the qualified staff to make them available to the townspeople. The staff at 
he library works very hard to meet the needs of each patron. They perform their duties 
Jependably and often they work above and beyond the requirements of their jobs. The 
ack of adequate work space puts an added strain on the staff but still they provide 
superior service. The Director has taken a small town library and developed it so well 
hat Hudson was asked to become a member of the Association of Urban Libraries, a 
yroup made up of the largest libraries in the state. Our Library Director and the staff 
nembers are to be commended for their dedication to serving the people of Hudson 
hrough the Hills Memorial Library.

NOTE 1 - Summary of Significant Accounting Policies: 


The accounting policies of the Town of Hudson, New Hampshire conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units. The following is a sum- 
mary of the significant policies. 


A. Basis of Accounting 


The accrual basis of accounting is used for all non-expendable Trust and Agency Funds. 
The accrual basis recognizes income when earned and disbursements when incurred. The 
modified accrual basis of accounting is used for the general, special revenue, capital pro- 
jects and nonexpendable trust funds. The modified accrual basis records revenues as re- 
ceived incash except for revenues susceptible to accrual and revenues of a material amount 
that have not been received at the normal time of receipt and records expenditures on an 
accrual basis except for disbursements for inventory type items which may be considered 
expenditures at time of purchase, prepaid expenses, interest on long-term debt and the 
encumbrance method of accounting. 


B. Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town of Hudson, New Hampshire are organized on the basis of funds 
or account groups, each of which constitutes a separate entity. The operations of each fund 
are accounted for by providing a separate set of self-balancing accounts which comprise its 
assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenues and expenditures. Government resources are 
allocated to and accounted for in individual funds based upon the purposes for which they 
are to be spent and the means by which spending activities are controlled. The various funds 
are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into four generic fund types and one 
broad fund category as follows: 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund - The General Fund is the operating fund of the Town. It is used to account 
for ail financial resources except those required to be accounted for in another fund. From 
this fund are paid the general operating expenditures, the fixed charges and the capital 
improvement costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds- Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the proceeds of 
Specific revenue sources (other than expendable trusts, or major capital projects) that are 
legaliy restricted to expenditures for specified purposes. Types of sources and uses of funds 
in this fund are Federal Revenue Sharing, Hills Memorial Library, Sewer Department and 
Conservation Commission funds. 


Capital Projects Funds - Capital Projects Funds are used to account for financial resour- 
Ces to be used for the acquisition or construction of or improvement of major capital facilities. 
Resources are derived principally from proceeds of long-term notes or bonds and federal 
and state grants. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust and Agency Funds- Trust and Agency Funds are used to account for assets heldt 
the Town in a trustee capacity or as agent for individuals, private organizations, or oth 
funds. These include expendable trust, nonexpendable trust and agency funds. Nonexpeni 
able trusts are accounted for in essentially the same manner as proprietary funds since cag 
tal maintenance is critical. Expendable trusts are accounted for in essentially the sam 
manner as governmental funds. Agency funds are custodial in nature and do not invol 
measurement of results of operations. :

C. Fixed Assets and Long-Term Liabilities

The accounting and reporting treatment applied to the fixed assets and long-term liabilitie 
associated with a fund are determined by its measurement focus. All governmental funds ar 
expendable trust funds are accounted for on a spending or “financial flow” measureme| 
focus. This means that only current assets and current liabilities are generally included. 
their balance sheets. their reported fund balance (net current assets) is considered a measul 
of “available spendable resources”. Governmental fund operating statements present jj 
creases (revenues and other financing sources) and decreases (expenditures and ot 
financing uses) in net current assets. Accordingly, they are said to present asummary of SOL

NOTE 7 - Litigation: 
The town presently has actions filed in the United States District Court of Concord, N.F 


The first is an action by Seaward Construction, a contractor and Morgenroth & Associate; 
Inc., engineers. In civil action No. 79-316-D there is a jury verdict of $1,500,000 against th 
town in Seaward’s favor. The second is against Hudson, No. 80-570-D, in which there is ajur 
verdict of $375,000 by Morgenroth. The actions allege violation of contractual agreement 
covering the design and construction of sewers. 

Under an order of the court, all the verdicts are “advisory” only. That means the court ca 
adopt or reject the verdicts. At this point in time, appropriate motions have been filed an 
briefs are being prepared. Legal counsel, at this point, is reluctant to offer an opinion 0 
the outcomes. 

There are several eminent domain cases pending against the town. Collectively, jud 
ments against the town in all cases could result in a total expenditure of $10,000. | 

There are other pending lawsuits in which the town is involved. However, counsel he 

advised that none will result in a direct expenditure of Town Funds, other than funds require 
for costs and legal fees for said litigation. No amounts at this time have been accrued ] 
financial statement purposes. 





NOTE 8 - Sewer Project Deficit: | 
It has been determined that of the $595,715 deficit in the capital projects fund sewer pri 
ject that approximately $727,569 was for legal expenditures in defense of the lawsuit é 
mentioned in Note 7. It has also been determined that approximately $1,300,000 in expe) 
ditures is reimburseable by the EPA (Environmental Protection Agency). These calculatior 
are the result of a project by the engineering firm of Costello-Lomasney and DeNapoii, Ince 
porated dated July 11, 1983.

iear Members of the Board: 


As part of our examination of the financial statements of the Town of Hudson, 
lew Hampshire for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1983, we made a study and 
valuation of the Town’s system of internal accounting control to the extent we 
onsidered necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally accepted 
uditing standards. Under these standards, the purpose of such evaluation is to 
stablish a basis for reliance thereon in determining the nature, timing and extent 
f other auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing an opinion on the 
nancial statements. Of primary interest to us in such a Study are those key accounting 
‘ontrols, the effectiveness of which will influence the nature, timing and extent of 
ur financial statement audit procedures. 


The establishment and maintenance of a system of internal accounting control is 
nimportant responsibility of management officials. The objective of internal account- 
4g controlis to provide reasonable, but not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding 
f assets against loss from unauthorized use or disposition and the reliability of finan- 
jai records for preparing financial statements and maintaining accountability for 
ssets. The concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the evaluation of these 
‘actors necessarily requires estimates and judgements by officials. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering the 
jotential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In the 
erformance of most control procedures, errors can result from misunderstanding 
ifinstructions, mistakes of judgement, carelessness or other personal factors. Control 
irocedures whose effectiveness depends upon segregation of duties can be 
jircumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures can be circumvented 
itentionally either with respect to the execution and recording of transactions or with 
espect to the estimates and judgements required in the preparation of the financial 
itatements. Further, projection of any evaluation of internal accounting control to 
uture periods is subject to the risk that the procedures may become inadequate 
vecause of changes in conditions and that the degree of compliance with the 
rocedures may deteriorate. 








The study and evaluation previously described was made primarily for the purpose 
if performing an audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. It 
vould not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system because it was based on 
selective tests of accounting records and related data.

The Treasurer does not, on a timely basis, update the savings passbooks fc 
interest earned. Also numerous cash accounts were not reconciled to the gener: 
ledger on atimely basis and, as such, there were various discrepancies between actui 
balance and general ledger balance.

Recommendation | 

The Treasurer’s duties and responsibilities must coincide on a timely monthl 
basis with that of the town’s accounting function and general ledger. The ban 
accounts in the custody of the treasurer should be reconciled to the general ledger on 
monthly basis and monthly books should not be closed until the accounts are verifie: 
by the treasurer with the town accountant. The treasurer should plan to spend a bette 
part of a day each month updating and reconciling bank account balances to th 
general ledger in the town hall. Also a strict cut-off of checks written and receipt 
received should be followed by the accountant’s office and the treasurer. ] 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Observation | 
As mentioned in the previous years reports, there is no control procedures in effec 
for parking tickets. Books are given out at the request of the officers without accountini 
for previous ticket books. l 


Recommendation 

Parking ticket books must be controlled by the department. No control over book 
could result in unrecorded parking ticket liabilities and as such, lost parking ticke 
revenue for the town. A control procedure should be installed where a ticket boo! 
issued to an officer should be accounted for in full before another book is issued. A 
void tickets in the book should contain the signatures of the officer and one of hi: 
superiors. A system should be installed for the periodic collection of parking ticke 
revenue outstanding. Monthly notices should be sent out where possible witl 
additional fines added on for late payments. This control would provide an additiona 
source of revenue for the town. It is our recommendation that the collection of parkin¢ 
ticket revenue be separate from the billing function. The tax collector’s office or tht 
accountant’s office would be an effective collection agency and aid in the segregatioi 
of the billing of parking ticket revenue and the collection of this revenue.

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ENERAL FIXED ASSETS AND INVENTORIES 
Observation 
There is presently no detailed listing of property and equipment belonging 
the town. There is no year end count of physical inventories by the various 
spartments. 


Recommendation 
There should be an inventory taken of property and equipment owned by the 
wn. The inventory should consist of assigning an identification number to the asset, 
e cost, the department and location of the item. Also an inventory of supplies should 
‘taken and recorded on the town’s books. This procedure is recommended by the 
itional Committee on Governmental Accounting as a means of discouraging “secret 
serves” from the knowledge and control of the legislative body. 


INTINUITY AMONG DEPARTMENTS 
Observation 
The various departments act independently of each other and there is no central 
it to coordinate their activities. 


Recommendation 
The accounting department should be the coordinator of the activities of the 
irious departments. A system should be utilized that combines the accounting 
| with that of the other departments. The general ledger control account should 
‘the master report. The other department’s reports should then be run as subsidiary 
vorts to the general ledger control. The accounting department must have a 
mplete understanding of all accounts.

BRARY 
Observation 
The library does not utilize a formal pre-numbered purchase order system when 
goods and services are procured. 





| The present report prepared by the treasurer of the library does not detail each 
onth the present financial position of the library. 
| Recommendation 

Aformal prenumbered purchase order should be filled out when goods or services 
3 ordered. The purchase order should be matched with the vendor’s invoice and 
propriately stamped to provide information of the date paid, the account distribution 
'dthe check number. If services or goods exceed a certain dollar value, the signature 
one of the trustees of the library should accompany the purchase order. This amount 
ould be large enough so as not to interfere with the normal activities necessary torun 
2 library on a day-to-day basis. The purchase order would also prevent duplication of 
iyment of goods and services. 














There should be acomplete detailed report of the activities of the library. Ageneral 
iger would aid in the preparation of this report for the benefit of the trustees 
the library and town’s people. The use of a computer would aid in preparation 
this report.

Observation 
| Thetown presently does not utilize an accounts receivable system in house. There 
? Various amounts due to the town amounting to approximately $11,000.

A proper accounts receivable system should be installed to instantly recogni; 
amounts that are due the town. A periodic billing should be sent out to colli 
outstanding funds. This will insure that all funds are billed and an attempt to colli 
these funds for the town is in effect. 





A ledger of each sewer ordinance fee and planning board fee should be ke} 
separate from the general ledger controls. These accounts should be review, 
monthly and billed for balances owned the town.

Recommendation | 

All non-expendable trust funds (interest income) should be recorded whi 
received as income and distributed at once as expense to the various trusts within {3 
same accounting period. These funds belong to the various trusts and these fur: 


should not be held for long periods of time. |

HUDSON SCHOOL BOARD 
1983-1984 SCHOOL YEAR 


This year brought to the Hudson School District its first five (5) member school 
board as directed by the last school district meeting. Mrs. Barbara Tellinghuisen was 
elected for a one (1) year term, with Mrs. Jean Grant and Mrs. Margaret Erb being elec- 

ted for three (3) year terms. 
The district also experienced this year a dramatic reduction in State Aid to Educa- 
tion. Foundation Aid was reduced to zero and Building Aid significantly reduced. Finan- 
cial crisis and budgeting restrictions at the state level were the reasons given. This lack 
of State Aid to Education had a direct impact on local school costs, with much of the 
increased costs being reflected in the tax rate. 

The continuation of our district energy conservation program has shown excellent 
payback for the funds invested in facilities, lighting and heating plants in previous 
years. Energy costs and consumption have leveled off and in some cases declined. All 
‘schools with the exception of Alvirne have heating plants with dual capabilities to use 
either oil or natural gas as a heating fuel. The present plans are for Alvirne to be so 
equipped in the next budget year. Attention to energy conservation has been well done 
by all staff, custodians and students. 

Our school population remained essentially constant with some slight decline. 

Reaccreditation of Alvirne High School by the New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges was completed in the Spring of 1983. Recommendations from the survey 
‘were reviewed and those requiring implementation are presently in place. 

The school board moved to significantly strengthen requirements for graduation 
and also improved and upgraded several critical policies. 

__ With the advent of a funded grounds maintenance program, all schools and fields 
realized considerably more care and grooming. The grounds of all buildings are now in 
amuch improved condition. 

‘The board wishes to thank the superintendent, his staff and the entire teaching 
‘Staff for their help in keeping a quality education program in Hudson. In addition, it is

equally important to thank the citizens of Hudson for their continuing support.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hudson: { 


The following paragraphs constitute my annual report as Superintendent of Schools. “|

| 

In submitting this report, | will attempt to review the highlights of the past year, particularly oul 
annual goals and objectives, as well as to look ahead toward the major issues of the current » 
year. 


One of our major goals during the past several years has been to investigate the feasibility of ad: 
ding to the Vocational-Agricultural facilities in order to meet increased demand. We have been lob: 
bying without success for several years to have the State underwrite the cost of additional space. T¢ ; 
date, we have been unsuccessful, primarily, because by statute only Vocational Centers can be fun’ 
ded not Sub-Centers such as Alvirne. Ultimately, all vocational construction funds were cut from the 
state budget for the current biennium because of budget shortfalls. | 


The Vocational Advisory Committee, under the chairmanship of Mr. Donald Shepard, has been 
reviewing the problem of additional space and will report their recommendations to the Board of : 
Education in the near future. : 

Another of our continuing goals has been the development and implementation of a program o}| 
computer education. Our progress in this area has been nothing short of phenonmenal thanks te 
the members of our Computer Education Committee chaired by Mrs. Debbie Roody. We currently 
have a five-year plan that is in its fourth year of implementation as well as a curriculum format fot! 
grades 1-12. Both the five year plan and the curriculum format have been in demand throughout the’ 
New England area. Computer instruction is underway in all grades with specific objectives at each 
grade level. Elective courses in Basic Language, Problem Solving through Basic, and Word Pro: 
cessing are available at the high school. It is our hope that, in the near future, all students will be! 
“computer literate” before graduation. By computer literate we mean specifically that all students! 
willbe familiar with the operations of the computer, the applications and limitations of the computer’ 
and careers related to the computer. In the final analysis, the impact of the computer on society is 
potentially as broad and deep an intellectual innovation as has occurred in recorded history. We 
must be sure that our students are prepared to take advantage of all that the computer age has 
to offer. 





Another of our district goals relates to the development and implementation of a comprehensive 
health education program. Mr. Lee Richard, Assistant Principal at Memorial School, is currenty 
chairing the Health Education Committee which is in its second year of operation. That Com mittee 
recently submitted a questionnaire to interested citizens to gather input of the public’s perception 
on the need for health education and a prioritizating of the various facets of health education. | 


A third goal for the past year was the creation and implementation of a salary structure for 
leadership personnel. This goal was established at the request of the Budget Committee. A new 
schedule was established and implemented as of July 1st. 


| 
One of the major happenings during the past year was the evaluation of Alvirne High Schoo! by 
the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. The NEASC is recognized by the Secretary 
of Education as the sole accrediting agency in the six-state New England region to award initial or 
continued accreditation. { 

| 
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\ self evaluation was completed by the staff of Alvirne High School during the 1982-1983 
(ademic year and from March 20 to 23, a visiting team of educators from throughout the New 
gland area evaluated the Alvirne program. A report based on the self-evaluation and the visiting 
am’s recommendations was issued in the Spring of 1983. In its conclusions, the NEASC report 
dicated that “Alvirne High School has an outstanding administrative and teaching staff and avery 
yad curriculum. Its main weakness in the eyes of the Committee are insufficient staff, too large 
isses and inadequate funding .. .” On September 26, 1983, the New England Association ap- 
»ved continued accreditation of Alvirne as an approved comprehensive high school. 


\s a result of that evaluation, one of the goals for the 1983-84 academic year is to investigate the 
vantages and disadvantages of our present 6-period 165-day school year compared to a tradi- 
nal 7-period, 180-day school year. This study was recommended by the Visiting Team of the New 
gland Association of Schools and Colleges in their recent evaluation of Alvirne High School. A 
immittee made up of teachers, administrators, parents and students has been instituted under 
> Chairmanship of Mr. Leonard Nase, Principal of Alvirne High School. This Committee will report 
ck to the Board of Education during the 1984-85 academic year. 


'twould be aserious oversight to complete a report on education without reference to the many 
tional reports on the quality of education that have been published in the past 6 - 8 months. After 
lions of dollars and years of study, nine major reports have recently been released including “A 
ition at Risk” that confirm that the nation’s public schools are ailing. The bottom line in each of 
sse reports is money. 


n one study commissioned by the National Science Foundation (NSF), the report called for the 
jeral government to allocate 1.5 billion as the initial cost of upgrading science education, math- 
latics and technology in the elementary and secondary classrooms. 





nits recommendations in a “Nation at Risk” the National Commission on Excellence focused on 
2 areas, namely: Content, Standards and Expectations, Time, Teaching, and Leadership. The 
:ommendations on time included a longer school day, a longer school year, and increased home- 
irk. In the area of teaching, the Commission recommended higher educational standards for 
acher candidates, improved licensing requirements, salaries that are competitive and market 
nsitive as well as merit pay. In the area of content, the Committee recommended that graduation 
juirements include the five “New Basics”: four years of English, three years of math, science and 
cial studies, and a half year of computer science. For the college bound, the Commission also 
>ommended two years of a foreign language. 


Ine common theme in all of the proposals is the need to upgrade the quality of education. We 
ve requested five new positions for the high school as well as one at the elementary level in our 
84-85 budget proposals. As of this writing, these requests have been approved by the Hudson 
hool Board and forwarded to the Budget Committee. 


naddition, we have appointed a standing committee to review the overall curriculum at Alvirne. 
is committee will be concerned not only with the recommendations of the various national 
2orts but also with recommendations from the New England Association of Schools and Col- 
yes, referred to earlier, and the new Minimum Standards for New Hampshire High Schools to be 
opted sometime this Spring. 








4s mentioned earlier, we also have a Committee of administrators, teachers, parents and stu- 
ints comparing the advantages and disadvantages of a 6-period, 165-day school year with the 
\ditional 7-period, 180 day school year. Finally, we have a committee reviewing graduation and 
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( 
promotional requirements at all grade levels. We hope to complete all of these studies within the 
next twelve months. | 


In closing, | would like to extend my sincere appreciation to the School Board, Mr. Burton, Mrs 
Roody, Mr. O’Shea, Mr. Nase, Mrs. Stone, Mr. Keeser, Mr. Cunneen and the entire school staff fo, 
their unfailing cooperation and, finally, the citizens of Hudson for their continued commitment ;

Hudson School District Moderator Richard Dolbec called the annual Hudson School Dis’

A voice vote was taken in’ 
favor of adoption, and the Moderator declared that the vote was in the affirmative and that 
Article Ill was adopted. |

Article 4 - The Moderator read Article lV aloud to attendees. Mr. Paul Madison moved for’ 
adoption. Mr. Robert Keeser seconded the motion. Mr. Madison gave a brief explanation con: | 
cerning the background of the $50,000.00 surplus funds being proposed to be expended on 
the construction of a track at Alvirne High School. He also pointed out that the track was a 
high priority for the present School Board. 


Mr. Lionel Boucher requested that Article II] be reconsidered and asked for additional 
information on this article. Mr. Dolbec informed Mr. Boucher that he would be willing to dis- 
cuss Article IIl once the work on Article lV was disposed of. Mr. Boucher then spoke on Alvirne - 
athletics, commenting on the sizable amount of money requested. He questioned how many | 
students would be participating in this program; he also added that the existing athletic fields 
apparently cannot be maintained at present, and he recommended that the surplus funds be 
used in the upgrading of the present fields. 








Mr. Jimmy Sullivan spoke in favor of the monies being allocated to this track. 
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Mrs. Sylvia Jurkowski spoke in favor of adopting the article, pointing out that many children 
rticipate in track and are risking their lives by running in a bad situation. She asked if there 
‘is a balance in the athletic fund. Mr. Paul Madison stated that there is a remaining balance 
$6,000.00 in the capital reserve fund. Most of the money, he continued, which consisted of 
sizable donation from the Trust Fund, had been expended for expansion of the field, as well 
/the new construction of a baseball and softball diamond, together with a utility field. 












Mrs. Sandra Meyerhoeffer urged the adoption of this article, pointing out the dangerous 
uation by reporting that one of her children had been struck on two separate occasions 
om fly balls from the ballfields while she was running on the makeshift track. 


/Mr. Ronald Van Houseman, former runner at Alvirne, spoke in favor of the adoption of 
jis article. 


/Dr. Stanley Boska asked what the track would cost. Mr. Madison replied that the final cost 
»uld be in the neighborhood of $250,000.00, adding that the $50,000.00 being discussed 
| this time would be considered a down payment. Mr. Madison explained that the track 
yuld be a quarter mile track, hopefully with a soccer field in its center.

The management of the Hudson School District is responsible for establishing and maintaininc 
a system of internal accounting control.

The objectives of asystem are to provide management with reasonable 
but not absolute, assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use 
or disposition, and that transactions are executed in accordance with management's author 
ization and recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial statements in accor 
dance with generally accepted accounting principles.

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NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
June 30, 1983 


ITE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The following is asummary of significant accounting policies employed in prepara- 
tion of these financial statements. 


A.FUND ACCOUNTING 


The accounts of the School District are organized on the basis of funds or account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations 
of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that 
comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and expenditures, as approp- 
riate. Government resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual funds 
based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the means by which 
spending activities are controlled. The various funds are grouped by type in the 
financial statements. The following fund types and account groups are used by the 
School District: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 


General Fund- The General Fund is the general operating fund of the School Dis- 
trict. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not allocated by law or 
contractual agreement to another fund are accounted for in this fund. From the 
fund are paid the general operating expenditures, the fixed charges, and the capi- 
tal improvement costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds- Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the pro- 
ceeds of specific revenue sources (other than expendable trust or major capital 
projects) requiring separate accounting because of legal or regulatory provisions 
or administrative action. Included in this fund type are Food Service, Federal Pro- 
jects, and Alvirne Farm funds. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 


Trust and Agency Funds - Trust and Agency Funds are used to account for the 
assets held in trust or as an agent by the School District for others. The Capital 
Reserve Funds, Alvirne Trustees Fund, and Student Activities Funds are shown in 
this fund type. 

B.Account Group (Fixed Assets and Long-Term Liabilities) 


All governmental funds are accounted for on a spending or “financial flow” measure- 
ment focus. This means that only current assets and current liabilities are generally 
included on their balance sheets. Their reported fund balance (net current assets) 
is considered a measure of “available spendable resources”. Governmental fund 
operating statements present increases (revenues and other financing sources) 
and decreases (expenditures and other uses) in net current assets. Accordingly, 
they are said to present a summary of sources and uses of available spendable 
resources during a period. 














General fixed assets have been acquired for general governmental purposes and 
have been recorded as expenditures in the fund making the expenditure. These 


| 
| 
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expenditures are required to be capitalized at historical cost in a General Fixed 
Asset Group of Accounts for accountability purposes. In accordance with the prac- 
tices followed by other municipal entities in the State, the School District does not 
maintain a record of its general fixed assets and accordingly, a statement of general 
fixed assets, required by generally accepted accounting principles, is not included 
in this financial report. 


Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental funds are accounted 
forinthe General Long-Term Debt Account Group. This account group is not a fund. 
It is concerned only with the measurement of financial position and not results of 
operations. Since they do not affect net current assets, such long-term liabilities 
are not recognized as governmental fund type liabilities. They are instead reported 
as liabilities in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 


C.Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the General, Special Revenue, and Expendable Trust Funds are 
maintained and reported on the modified accrual basis of accounting. Under the 
modified accrual basis of accounting, sources of financial resources and assets 
are recognized when measurable and available to finance operations during the 
year. Uses of financial resources and liabilities are recognized when obligations 
are incurred from receipt of goods and services, when assessments are made by 
the state or in the case of judgments and claims against the School District, when 
there is a probability that such judgments and claims will result in liabilities, the 
amounts of which can be reasonably estimated. Exceptions to this general rule 
include: 1) accumulated unpaid vacation and sick pay, and 2) principal and interest 
on general long-term debt which is recognized when due. All Agency funds are 
accounted for using the accrual basis of accounting. 
D.Budgetary Accounting 


General governmental revenues and expenditures accounted for in budgetary 
funds are controlled by a formal integrated budgetary accounting system in accor- 
dance with various legal requirements which govern the School Districts’ operations. 
However, contrary to these requirements, it has been the practice of the District 
not to budget for all special revenue funds; namely, the Food Service and Alvirne 
Farm Funds. State Statutes require balanced budgets and the use of beginning 
genera! fund unreserved fund balance to reduce District Assessments. In 1982-83, 
the beginning fund balance was applied as follows:

E.Encumbrances 


Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders, contracts, and continu- 
ing appropriations (certain projects and specific items not fully expended at year- 
end) are recognized, is employed in the governmental funds. Encumbrances are 
not the equivalent of expenditures and are, therefore, reported as part of the fund 
balance at June 30 and are carried forward to supplement appropriations of the subse- 
quent year. The reserve for encumbrances at June 30 consists of the following: 
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Special Revenue Fund 
Federal Projects $21,825 


F.Inventories 


| Inventory in the General and Special Revenue funds consists of expendable sup- 
| plies held for consumption. The cost thereof has been recorded as an expenditure 
| at the time individual inventory items were purchased. 

G.Accumulated Unpaid Vacation and Sick Pay 





Teachers accumulate sick leave at a rate of 15 days per year at the elementary and 
middle schools, and at 18 days per year at the senior high level, accumulative toa 
maximum of 90 days. Vacation is granted in varying amounts based on length of 
service for employees other than teachers. At June 30, 1983, unrecorded General 
| Fund liability included approximately $967,471 sick pay. Vacation pay accumula- 
l tion does not exceed a normal year’s allowance. 

| H.Interfund Transactions 


During the course of normal operations the School District has numerous transac- 
tions between funds, including expenditures and transfers of resources to provide 
services. The accompanying governmental fund financial statements reflect such 
transactions as transfers.

All debt is general obligation debt of the School District, which is backed by its 
full faith and credit. 


NOTE 3 - PENSION PLAN 


The teachers and employees are covered under the State of New Hampshire 
Retirement System. The District’s contribution for normal cost of the plan is 
based upon an actuarial valuation of the entire State plan. Since the actuarial 
valuation is performed on the entire State plan the amount, if any, of the excess 
of vested benefits over pension fund assets for the Hudson School District is 
not available. The District does not have an accrued liability for past service 
costs. The retirement cost for 1982-83 was $59,882. 


NOTE4 -ALVIRNE TRUSTEES FUND 


The Alvirne Trustees Fund consists of monies received from the Alvirne School 
Trustees, a private charitable corporation. An annual budget is prepared by the 
School Board for approval by the Trustees. Throughout the year, separate 
expenditure manifests are approved by the School Board and submitted to the 
Trustees for reimbursement for payments made from the fund. 


There is no inclusion of either the estimated revenues or expenditures in the 
general operating budget of the School District, contrary to State requirements, 
in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Budget Law. 


NOTE 5 - TRANSFER FROM UNRESERVED FUND BALANCE - CAPITAL 
RESERVE FUND 


At the March 4, 1983 Town Meeting, the District voted to deposit all enexpended 
balances and all unanticipated revenues not to exceed $50,000, remaining at June 
30, 1983 in the Alvirne High School Athletic Field Capital Reserve Fund. This fund is 
in the custody of the Trustees of Trust Funds of the Town of Hudson, in conformity 
with State Statutes. The fund balance is $58,225 at June 30, 1983.
